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I n addition to extensive observutions of piJgrims diiring seasons of Hajj, a pilot study wus con- 
ducted. U shows thal more t ha n lwo~lhirds of those who perform ed Ha j j ritual s far thc fusi tirne 
could nol perform t hem correctly The representative sample showed that among thc main 
reasons for making errors a re the lack of correct knowledge, lack of well-desiyned books, and 
uji famili ari ty with places and ritual terms. 

Thus, the once-ma-lifetime worship is highly vulneruble. That is, Lhe mujority of piJgrims 
c cm not get i t corrcctly the first time< This vital reuson was adeguate to motivate me to develop 
a book that is designed mainly to help them perform this important obligalion in a step*by*step 
approach, That is why it is titled "Hajj & 'Umrah from A to Z." 

As ari instructional designer, 1 had to study the problem caretully and make a needs assess- 
ment in order to come up with a form that may betier help Musi s etis get iheir rituals correct Ly. 
I had to go through an enormous number oi" books about Ha j j and study them carefully. 
The result is an illustrated manual- 1 i ke book that includes charts, diagrams and photographs that 
w j II sys tema tica lly guide any Muslim t o achieve the Hajj without, God willing, making any error 

Another purpose of this book is to alleviate the tension, anxiety, and j'ear of some pilgrims who 
have preconceived ideas about the dilliculties that will face them i n perform ing Hajj, This book 
intended to make all steps easy and smooth, and to handle most of the errors before they occur, 
mus alleviating this anxiety by warning the piJgrims of what may hoppen Ion g before il does. AU 
a pilgrim needs is to read carefully and follow the steps very accurately and, by the grace of Allah, 
he/she will perform a smooth, correct Ha[j. 

The methodology I loilowed in this book i s to trace lhe Sun nah o I Prophet Muhammad (peace 
be upon him) as illustrated by the farnous Hadith coltected by Imam Muslim and others of 
'The Farewell Hajj of the Prophet" (pbuh). By doing that I have kept this book far from the 
differences between the various schools of thought known as Madhahib. 

1 wouki also like to remind the reader that the book Es designed to illustrate the Hajj Tamultu f P 
as it includes all the steps required in the other twa types of Hajj - Qiran and Ifrad. I have also 
mode a chart that iltustrates the similarities and differences between the three types of Haj) and 
have titled it "guick reference." 

The intended readers of this book include all Englislvspeakina Muslims who are ready to 
perform Hajj regardiess of age, education or gender. Thus the book is designed like a manual to 
help brothers and slsters make the preseribed rituals correctly. 

Finally, I woald like to thank all those who supported me in wriling, editing, and revising this 
bookp particularly those who kindly and patiently revtewed the Islam ic contents many times and 
those who provided me with pictures.

Supplication (Du'a') is truly the essence of sincere 
worship. It connects Muslims with their Creator and it 
is a practical expression of their persisting need for 
Almighty Allah. 

Almighty Allah asks peopie to be persistent in their 
du'a' and never to bse hope Sn beseeching Him and 
Him alone. Who else except Allah would respond to our 
supplication and du'a'? He Himself said: ''And if My 
servants ask yon about me-behold-I am near; I respond 
to the call of them who call, whe never they call upon 
Me/' So let them also listen to Me and believe in Me, in 
order that they rnay be guided to the right way/ (2: 186). 

In another verse Allah urges peopie to make du'a': 
"Your Lord said: [f you beseach Me I will respond to 
you." (40; 60) 

However, for du'a' to be accepted and responded to, 
a Muslim must be truthful, with true intenUon, clean and 
pure heart, humble, legitimate in earning money P and 
shouid avoid over-indulgence in worldly matters, 

The best type of du'a r is one that is mentioned in the 
Qur r an and the Sunnah of Prophet Muhammad (peace 
be upon him). 

Here are some supplications, taken from the Holy 
Our'an and the Prophet's Sunnah (pbuh). These 
supplications cun be used whenever du'a' is permissible.
